Monkeypox (MPV) is in Michigan, and 
it is disproportionately impacting the 
LGBTQIA+ community, especially men 
who have sex with men (MSM). While 
MPV can affect anyone, cases globally 
as well as in the U.S. and in Michigan 
have predominately been among MSM 
individuals. Michigan's first case of MPV 
was reported at the end of June and, as 
of September 28, we are at 265 report- 
ed cases. That number is expected to 
continue to increase. 

I'll start out by 
stating the obvious: 
MPV is not a gay dis- 
ease. Anyone can be 
exposed and infected 
from close, personal 
contact or by touching 
contaminated items. 
However, currently in 
Michigan and nation- 
ally, the vast majority of transmission 
has been from intimate contact within 
the MSM community. This puts the 
MSM community at the forefront of the 
outbreak and most at risk. 

As an infectious disease physician, | 
recognize this outbreak has reminded 
some people of the negativity surround- 
ing the early days of the HIV epidemic. | 
recently reread And the Band Played on: 
Politics, People and the AIDS Epidemic 
by Randy Shilts to remind myself of 
our shared history, and of the pain and 
trauma suffered by the LGBTQIA+ com- 
munity. In the words of the author, “what 
society judged was not the severity of 
the disease, but the social acceptability 
of the individuals affected with it.” 

We must make sure that does not 
happen again. We (public health leaders, 
medical providers and the community 
at large) must do all we can to combat 
and reduce stigma and discrimination 
that may be connected to MPV. We must 
learn from the mistakes made in the 
past, by moving toward open and honest 
communication about disease trans- 
mission. This includes nonjudgmental

conversations about sex, frank conver- 
sations about science and data, with an 
acknowledgement about what we know 
and what we are still learning. 

There has been debate on the national 
and international stage about whether to 


call MPV a sexually transmitted infection. 


It would clearly be a mistake to say that 
MPV can ONLY be transmitted through 
sexual contact, however the data are 
clear — MPV is transmitted through 
close or direct contact, which may occur 
during sexual activities, as well as other 
non-sexual activities. 

Our understanding around this par- 
ticular strain of MPV will change as time 
goes on. And we should continue having 
frank, open discussions about the data 
as new information emerges, and how 
best to adapt and interpret our evolving 
data to best protect our communities. 

At this point in time, our most import- 
ant tools to halting the spread of MPV in 
Michigan are 1) knowledge about disease 
transmission and 2) the availability of a 
safe and effective vaccine. 

If you think you may be eligible for 
vaccination, please make an appoint- 
ment with your local health department.

lf you think you have signs or symptoms 
of MPV, please make an appointment 
with your health care provider. If you do 
not have a trusted health care provider, 
reach out to your local health depart- 
ment for contact information on local 
providers with familiarity diagnosing and 
treating MPV. 

My personal commitment to the 
LGBTQIA+ community, is to be an ally 
and advocate through the MPV out- 
break, and any other public health crises 
that come our way. My colleagues at 
the Michigan Department of Health and 
Human Services (MDHHS) and at local 
health departments around the state 
stand behind this commitment too. We 
are stronger together.

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Dearborn debates 
LGBT books 


Hundreds rallied in Dearborn Sept. 
26 over LGBTQ-related books and edu- 
cational materials in the public school 
system thai critics say are too explicit, 
while defenders say they support diver- 
sity and tolerance, reported the Detroit 
Free Press. 

Some who attended the protest ex- 
pressed anti-LGBTQ views. One held up 
a sign in Arabic and English that read: 
“Quit grooming students, you sexually 
perverted animals.” 

Speakers encouraged attendees to 
show up for a Dearborn school board 
meeting Oct. 10 and asked them to 
bring others to join in speaking out 
against books they oppose. 

The Dearborn school! district has so 
far removed seven books, a majority 
of them featuring LGBTQ people or 
themes. 

The district's communications direc- 
tor said the district has not yet banned 
any books, but is working to “develop 
and tighten up” its book-evaluating 
process. 

For his part, Dearborn Mayor 
Abdullah Hammoud wrote on social 
media that no books will be banned in 
the city’s libraries. 

“It's my responsibility to ensure our 
children have the tools to create their 
own future,” Hammoud wrote. “Our 
libraries serve as a gateway to knowl- 
edge, to imagination and to possibility. 
When it comes to our city's libraries, for 
the sake of our children, no book will be 
removed off the shelves.”
